Each 
day  they  would  sing 
songs,  tell  bible  stories, 


said,  “It  was  touching  to  see  the  kids 
interacting  and  sharing  with  each 
other.” 

After  a  day  at  the  job 
site  the  group  would 
head  back  to  camp  where 
we  indulged  in  Mrs. 
Goltz’s  amazing  cooking 
abilities.  If  you  were 
lucky  you  could  snag  a 
shower  before  the  limited 
supply  of  water  ran  out. 
This  is  how  we  lived  in 
Mozambique, 
but  honestly, 
we  had  it  easy. 

Seeing  the  locals 
in  Mozambique,  you 
realize  how  happy 
and  content  they  are 
with  so  little.  Here  in 
the  United  States  we 
tend  to  take  the  little 
things  for  granted.

Although  the  mission  to  share 
God  with  the  Masai  tribe  in 
Kenya,  Africa  was  not  sponsored 
by  AAA,  twelve  of  our  fellow 
students  stepped  forward  and  joined 
the  team.  Rick  (’74)  and  Delray 
Luce  led  this  exciting  adventure 
for  the  second  time  bringing  along 
32  people  in  total.  Mr.  Luce,  who 
has  now  trekked  to  the  Masai 
lands  for  eight  consecutive  years, 
gives  his  motives  for  beginning 
his  own  mission  group:  “I  wanted 
other  people  to  experience  what  I 
had.  The  sights,  the  animals,  the 
people...” 

Curious  Masai  children  learned 


about  God’s  love  at  Vacation  Bible 
School;  locals  who  were  hurting 
flocked  to  the  medical  clinic  to  be 
treated  by  Dr.  Donald  Sharman; 
and  many  barefoot  and  barebacked 
people  were  given  new  shoes  and 
clothes. 

The  most  tiring  project 
conquered  by  these  missionaries  was 
the  kitchen/cafeteria  built  at  the 
Olopikidongoe  School.  Now  these 
kids,  ranging  from  preschool  to
